St. Eouis Decision Reversed.

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 3.—The 
blinds, partitions and swiging 
screens that heretofore have shield- 
ed of saloons and 
their beverages from = scrutiny 
from the sidewalk must come 
down, and hereafter the patrons 
must do their soft drinking with- 
in public view, under a decistou 


today by Division No. 1 of the Su: 
premne Court. 

The court upheld the constitu- 
tionality of a State law passed in 
1923, which forbade the use of 
such devices at the front of. soft 
drink bars, and required the bars 
shall be so arranged as to p2rmnit 
a free, open view of the int-rior 
from the street. 

This decision reverses a ruling 
of the St. Louis Circuit Court, 
which held the law was unconstitu- 
tional. The lower court had issued 
an injunction sought by 162 soft 
drink saloon proprietors in St. 
Louis, restraining the St. Louis 
Police Department from enforcing 
the law. The law is of general 
application in Missouri. 

Proprietors of the bars contend- 
ed the law was unconstitutional, 
to regulate trade. 
constituted class legislation, estab- 
lish: 4 an arbitrary classification 
that exempted others in similar 
business, and was oppressive and 
unreasonable. They contended they

would suffer property loss if forced 
to discard screens, 

Commissioner James D. Lindsay, 
who wrote the opinion, held the 
law was a proper exercise of the 
polic2 power of the State, and was 
designed to correct an evil the 
Legislature apparently considered 
existed in such bars. He held the 
classification which made the law 
apply to soft drink bars wag rea- 
sonable. Department stores, drug 
stores, restaurants and hotels are 
exempted from the law, where the 
soft drink bar is — an adjunct 
to the regular businéss. 

Lindsay held the requirement 
that the bar owners must remove 
all blinds, gcreens. and other oh- 
structions to open view of the in- 
terior of their establishments, as 
a condition of their right to op- 
erate them, Was not an appropria- 
tion of their property.for public 
use, but a regulation of the use of 
it by the owners. 

“The mere fact that the law can. 
not be enforced without causing 
some expense to the citizen who 
comes within its terms, does not 
violate the Constitution or justify 
this Court in nullifying a legisla- 
tive enactment,” he said. 

The wisdom of enacting such 4&4 
law was a question entirely for the 
Legislature, he declared, and the 
courts could interfere only when it 
was apparent the Legislature had 
transgressed the limits fixed in the 
Constitution. 

All of the Judges of Division No. 
1 concurred in the opinion.

FDITORW. R. HOLLISTER 
KILLS SELF WITH GAS 


Found Dead in Bathroom of 
Home in Jefferson City; Long 
Active in Politics.

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 3.— 
William R. (Rufe) Hollister, editor 
and part owner of the Jefferson 
City Capital News, Democratic 
morning publication, and widely 
known in Democratic State and na- 
tional politics, was found dead to- 
day in the bathroom of his apart- 
ment with a rubber tube from an 
open gas jet in his mouth and 
wired to his head, indicating sul- 
cide. He is presumed te_have died 
during the night.

His 
body was found by his cook who 
went to prepare his breakfast 

For the last 10 years Hollister 
has edited the Capital News. His 
editorial page has been considered

Rides Rods of Last Coach 
While Officers Are Mak- 
ing Search—Loot May 
Total $75,000.

DETROIT, Mich., Oct. 3.—Wil- 
liam Gibbs, 20 years old, of Los 
Angeles, who late yesterday robbed 
a Canadian National Rallway mail 
car of an amount variously estimat- 
ed at between $23,000 and $75,000, 
was held in Windsor, Ont., today, 

Gibbs boarded the train at Cha- 
tham, Ont., and gaining access to 
the mail car, held three messen- 


ers at bay with a pisto! while he 
looted the registered bags. Then 
as the engine slowed down for a 
stop at  Pralirie Siding, Gibbs 
dropped from the mail car, but 
hopped aboard the rods of the rear 
coach of the train. 

While alarms were raised and a 
description of the robber was sent 
all along the border, Gibbs was 
riding into Windsor on the same 
train he had robbed. 

Carried $23,000 in Currency, 

The train was Stopped outside 
Windsor while officers questioned 
the crew, but Gibbs, sitting on the 
rods beneath the rear cer, Was 
not discovered. 

After the investigation the trafn 
proceeded and Gibbs’ car was fer- 
ried across the Detroit River. Here 
the young robber came to grief, 
for immigration officers were on 
the lookout for ‘smuggled aliens 
when the ferry docked and Gibbs 
Was discovered when he came from 
his hiding place. ~ ° 

The shabbily-clad youngster was 
searched and $6590 in bank notes 
was found stuffed in hig ghirt, 
while he carried two sealed cur- 
rency packages containing .$10,000 
and $6500 respectively. The Cus- 
tom men turned Gibbs over to local 
police, who already had received 
a wire from provincial authoritiee 
to be on the lookout for him, 

Loot May Total $100,000, 

Gibbs readily admitted the rob- 
bery and described the crime to 
police. He waived extradition and 
was returned to Windsor less than 
three Hours from the time the 
train was held up. 

Uncertainty prevailed regarding 
the amount of loot obtained and it 
was expected to be some time bee 
fore a definite check is completed, 

Canadian Railway officers, howe 
ever, were of the opinion that the 
money found on Gibbs was all that 
had been taken. 

Gibbs, who described himself as 
a “hobo,” said he came to Windsor 
three weeks ago. He bewailed the 
“one little break” that resulted in 
his arrest. 

“Why, the fellew that arrested 
me didn't even know that a train 
had been stuck up,” he said. 

Escorted by a heavy guard, Gibbs 
was formally charged in County 
Police Court at Chatham, Ontario, 
today with the robbery. He was 
remnanded in custody for eight 
days.

$1,900,000 SEIZURE * 


OF OPIUM ON SHIP 


Three Thousand Cans Foun@ 
Cached on Dollar Liner 
at Jersey City.

By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Oct. 3.—Three 
thousand cans of opium with a 
bootleg value of $1,500,000 were 
seized on the Dollar Line Steamer 
President Harrison which docked 
at Jersey City yesterday, it became 
known today. Customs officers re- 
ported the seizure was the largest 
consignment of smoking opium 
ever made at an Eastern port. 

Four Chinese members of the 
crew, including the ship's boait- 
ewain, were arrested charged witn 
attempted smuggling. 

It was said that the steamship 
company was liable to a fine of 
approximately $600,000 as a result 
of the seizure and arrests. 

While John J. McGill, deputy 
ing the Harrison's manifest iast 
evening he observed that 131 Chi- 
nese seamen were listed among the 
163 men of the crew. The steamer 
on Tuesday completed a round she 
world cruise, having touched at 
several Chinese ports, including 
Hongkong and Shanghbal. 

Customs officers had suspected 
for some time that there was a 
leakage of opium into the United 
States and that it was being car- 
ried on ships from Origntal ports. 
Three customs men found the opi- 
um in the chain locker in the fore- 
peak of the ship, only after the 
heavy timbers were removed fry 
the ship's carpenter. The inspectors 
suspect the opium was put aboard 
while the anchor was out either ut 
Hongkong or Shanghai. 

Customs officers said the ship's 
officers and crew denied all know- 
ledge of the contraband. Neverthe- 
less Capt. James Donald Guthrie 
was requested to appear for a 
hearing before members of the 
customs service legal division, 

The Federal authorities made it 
clear that they in no way associ- 
ated the ship’s officers with the 
attempted smuggling.

‘Seventy-Two Persons Aboard During Dress |

told what would happen if national prohibition were 
undertaken by amending the Constitution. The first 
of these letters was written to Allen B. Liacoln of 
New Haven, Conn., a proponent of national probibi- 
tion. The second went to Norris G. Osborn, editor 
of the New Haven Journal-Courier. Both were written 
in 1918, when Mr. Taft was co-chairman of the War 
Labor Conference Board. The views expressed by 
the Chief Justice have been borne out with estonish- 
ing fidelity in the-10 years since. They put the 
venerable justice in the class of all those who have 
foreseen the consequences of certain political actions, 
as Washington, Jefferson, Madison and Linccln, par- 
ticularly, did. The Chief Justice first stated his 
objections to national prohibition, which wer. as 
follows: 


1. It would miz the national Government in 
a matter that should be one of local s&tilement. 

2. It would vest in the. national Government 
and those who administered the law an oppres- 
sive and dangerous political power, which would 
make anxious the friends of free constitutional 
government. : 

8. It could not be enforced, and would there- 
fore demoralize all laws. 

4. It would force 15 great States into a sump- 
tuary system which practice and public opinion 
would not enforce. 

It would be a strain upon the body of the 
Union, since every hamlet would be subjected to 
a central dry enforcement power. 

6. The feverish enthusiasm for the law during 
war time would abate after the war, leaving the 
country with a millstone about its neck.

UROPEAN interest in this presidential 
E campaign seems to be keener than in 
any other in recent years.

Even in the French dailies, which to us are 
woefully lacking in news, beth domestic 
and foreign, our campaign is given unusual 
space.

HE continent of Europe has discovered

“His membership in the Catholic 
church.” says the Manchester Guardian, 
which is not given to prejudices, “is in itself 
a challenge to the solid Democratic South, 
which is one of the strongest Protestant 
regions in the world.”

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Woman Testified That Man 
Carried on Courtship by 
Penciled Notes. 


Oct. 3.— 


A jury in the City Court at East 
St. Louis yesterday returned a ver- 
dict in favor of Alfred H, Stump, 
46 years old, who was sued for 
$25,000 for alleged breach of 
promise by Mrs. Ora Haught, 42, 
a divorcee. Both Stump and Mrs. 
Haught are hard of hearing. 

Mrs. Haught, who talks with a 
lisp and has weak eyes, appeared 
on the witness stand wearing thick 
glasses and a green eyeshade. in 
response to written questions she 
testified that Stump, a packing 
house foreman, called at her home, 
722 North Sixth street, East St. 
Louis, on July 5, 1927, the day 
after she was divorced from’ ner 
husband, Oliver Haught. Stump, 
who is also divorced and has grown 
children, was a friend of the fam- 
ily, she said. 

Two weeks after his first visit 
Stump proposed marriage, Mrs. 
Haught testified. Because of their 
defective hearing the courtship was 
carried on by means of penciled 
notes, Mrs. Haught said, She ‘lid 
not have the proposal note, but ex- 
hibited more than 50 other notes, 
which she said Stump wrote, One 
read, “you know I care for you,” 
and another, “I worship you.” 

Mrs. Haught also produced a dif- 
ferent sort of note showing that 
Stump had borrowed $500 of the 
money she received from her hus- 
band as a divorce settlement. He 
repaid $100 of the loan before he 
ceased his attentions last May, she 
said. She also testified that he 
had dinner at her home every Sat- 
urday night for 11 months and re- 
quested special dishes, which she 
prepared. 

Stump took the stand and denied 
that his attentions were anything 
other than “brotherly.” He denied 
proposing marriage and writing all 
the notes Mrs. Haught says he did. 
He admitted sending her a valen- 
tine containing words of endear-

Early this year, the specifica- 
tions continued, the Menzies com- 
pany advertised extensivedly in 
newspapers for the sale of stock 
of another corporation, the Men- 
zies Shoe Co. of Missouri, which, 
it is alleged, had just been organ- 
ized and had no assets except cer- 
tain shares of the Wisconsin cor- 
poration. The advertisements held 
out that the Missouri corporation 
had seven years of business experi- 
ence and had paid quarterly divi- 
dends on preferred stock in that 
time and 53 monthly cash divi- 
dends on common stock. 

The innuendo was held our, it 
was asserted, that the Missouri 
corporation was in a flourishing 
and prosperous condition, the in- 
ference to the reader being that 
stock of the Wisconsin corporation, 
whose business was described, was 
being offered.
